Mr*  Chairman,  Ladies  and  G-entlemen, 

I  beg  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  1968  in  accordance  with 
instructions  laid  down  by  the  new  Department  of  Health  and  Social 
Security  which  took  office  in  November* 

Changes  also  took  place  during  the  year  in  the  public  health 
services  of  the  District,  in  that  the  Area  Health  Department,  with  the 
help  of  the  County  Health  Department,  moved  in  mid-September  to  more 
suitable  premises  at  the  above  address  which  have  also  proved  more 
central  for  access  from  the  six  constituent  authorities  of  Area  nCw»- 

The  vital  statistics  show  birth  and  death  rates  better  than  the 
County  or  National  figures  but  stillbirth  and  infant  mortality  rates 
were  not  as  good.  There  was  again  no  maternal  mortality  and  notifiable 
infectious  diseases  were,  apart  from  measles,  conspicuous  by  their 
absence*  Changes  took  place  during  the  year  in  the  legislation 
affecting  notifiable  diseases  in  that  the  Public  Health  (infective 
Jaundice)  Regulations  1 968  came  into  operation  on  13th  June  1968,  and 
the  Public  Health  (infectious  Diseases)  Regulations  1 968,  in  which 
certain  infectious  diseases  were  deleted  from  the  list  of  those  to  be 
notified  and  some  were  added,  took  effect  cn  1st  October,  but  they  had 
little  impact  on  the  numbers  of  cases  notified  by  the  end  of  the  year* 

I  an  grateful  to  the  Public  Health  Inspector  and  Surveyor  for  his 
report  on  the  environmental  health  aspects  and  join  with  him  in 
congratulating  the  Council  on  the  emphasis  which  it  has  placed  on  the 
housing  of  elderly  citizens. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  all  the  Officers  of  the  Council  for  their 
continued  co-operation  and  to  members  of  the  Council  and  colleagues  in 
the  town  for  their  constant  support.

The  large  increase  of  490  over  the  mid-year  population  of  1 967  was 
estimated  by  the  Registrar-General,  and  births  exceeded  deaths  by  62.

Live  Births  -  fell  by  8  compared  with  the  previous  year,  but 
Corrected  Birth  Rate  remained  higher  than  the  County  or  National  figures. 
Illegitimate  births  rose  by  3  but  the  percentage  of  these  was  no  higher  than 
the  County  average,, 


Sgbi_13^Jjlrths  -  totalled  1  more  than  in  1  967,  giving 
slightly  higher  than  the  County  and  National  equivalents.

Deaths 

7J.1  ages  -  rose  by  7  above  the  1967  total,  but  the  death  rate,  even 
when  increased  by  the  Area  Deaths  Comparability  Factor,  remained  below  the 
Somerset  and  England  &  Wales  averages. 


Infant  Deaths  -  increased  by  1  over  total  for  the  previous  year, 
causing  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate  to  bo  higher  than  the  County  or  National 
rates,  but  the  Neonatal,  Early  Neonatal  and  Perinatal  Mortality  Rates  wore 
lower. 


Maternal  Mort allty  -  again  there  was  none  in  the  District. 

CfAises  of  Death 

Cardjoty.as cul ar  and  Cerebrovascular  Diseases  -  caused  the  greatest 
number  of  deaths  (38),  1  more  than  in  1  9bf0  The  heart  diseases  accounted  for 
26  of  these  and  cerebrovascular  diseases  for  10. 

Cancer  -  again  took  second  place,  with  14  deaths  -  1  more  than  in  1 967o 
As  regards  site,  lung  and  bronchus  was  the  site  of  choice  for  4  cases  of  cancer 
and  breast  for  2. 

Respiratory  Diseases  -  deaths  from  these  increased  by  4  to  9  this  year, 
pneumonia  causing  6  and  influenza  2. 

Accidents  -  were  again  the  cause  of  1  death  and  involved  a  motor  vehicle.

POOP  HYGIENE 

Inspection  of  the  food  premises  made  during  the  year  showed  that  the  general 
improvement  made  over  the  past  few  years  is  being  maintained  and  that  the  traders 
are  aware  of  the  need  of  hygienic  methods  in  the  food  trade.

33  burials  took  place  during  the  year. 

SEWAGE  PI5P0SAL 

The  irrigation  sprays  have  continued  to  maintain  the  improvement  in  the 
effluent  and  it  is  satisfying  to  know  that  the  final  effluent  is  of  such  a  high 
standard  having  regard  to  the  present  overloading  of  the  sewage  disposal  works. 

Consultants  have  been  engaged  to  prepare  a  scheme  for  the  improvement  of 
both  the  sewage  disposal  works  and  sewage  system  of  the  district. 

Middle  Brooks  was  sewered  during  the  year  and  will  result  in  a  reduction  in 
tne  number  of  cesspools  within  the  Urban  districts, 

SWIMMING  POOLS 

(a)  Greenbank  Swimming  Pool  -  this  pool  was  well  maintained  during 

the  year  and  samples  prove  satisfactory; 

(b)  Millfield  School  Swimming  Pool  -  this  was  inspected  during  the 

year  and  found  to  be  maintained  to  a  high  standard. 

HOUSING 


Luring  the  year  17  bed-sitting  room  accommodation  and  11  houses  were 
completed  by  the  Council;  126  houses  and  bungalows  were  completed  by  private  enter¬ 
prise* 


It  is  encouraging  to  note  that  the  total  of  privately  completed  houses  is 
fast  approaching  the  number  of  Council  houses  completed  since  the  war. 

The  Council Ts  policy  in  the  coming  year  is  to  concentrate  on  the  provision  cf 
accommodation  for  aged  persons. 

I  think  the  Council  should  be  complimented  on  its  achievement  in  providing 
such  a  large  number  of  units  for  aged  persons,  all  of  which  are  supervised  by 
resident  wardens.

Every  encouragement  is  offered  to  owners  to  apply  for  improvement  grants 
and  this  year’s  figures  are  most  disappointing,,  It  is  to  he  hoped  that  with  the 
advent  of  the  Housing  Act,  1969,  greater  advantage  will  he  taken  of  the  new 
provisions  which  will  extend  the  usual  life  of  a  great  number  of  older  properties 
and  so  avoid  the  necessity  of  building  Council  houses  to  replace  worn  out  houses,

A  100%  inspection  of  all  carcases  was  carried  out  during  the  year. 

The  standard  of  hygiene  and  the  quality  of  meat  in  the  -bwo  licensed 
slaughterhouses  within  the  district  is  very  high  and,  in  my  opinion,  comparable  to 
any  of  the  larger  factory  slaughterhouses.

The  supply  was  found  to  be  inadequate  in  the  case  of  the  Brooks  Road  area 
and  the  Bristol  Waterworks  Company  have  plans  afoot  for  increasing  the  supply  by 
enlarging  the  mains  and  providing  a  new  reservoir  on  Ivythom  Hill,  and  a  starting 
date  has  been  agreed  for  the  early  part  of  1969*  When  the  new  reservoir  has  been 
completed,  every  part  of  the  district  will  be  adequately  supplied  with  a  piped  water
